The Magnificent St. Paul's Cathedral 
at BaAlo, N. T. Destroyed by 
Explosions of Natural Gas. 


Bttvfaik), N. Y., May 10.—This morn- 
ing a numb« of explosioiw of natural 
gas occurred almost simultaneously, 
caused, as is supposed, by an over 
pressur& The St Pauls Cathedral, the 
pride and glory of Buffalo, ia in ruins.

THE DOCTORS ! 


The Nominatlsr Committee Name the 
Offloerg of the Amerleau Medl- 
eal Assoetation. 


Huntington Is All Excitement Oyer the 
Atrocious Lorenie Case. 


Huntinoton, Ind., May 10—The case 
of the state against Jaoob Kahienbeck 
indicted for the murder of Theodore 
Lorenze, in February last, began yester* 
day in the ciroait court. 
A special, 
venire of sixty jurors had been issued, 
and the entire day was taken up in im- 
paneling a jury and the state presenting 
the case. 


The murder was one of the most cold- 
blooded ever committed. Lorense was 
a peddler, and sold notions about town 
and vicinity. On Friday, the 12th of 
February, he told his landlady that he 
met a man at the postoffioe who told 
him where he could sell a large bill of 
goods near town, and started out with 
his bundles—two large valises. It is 
alleged that he was seen that day near 
town in company with Kahienbeck, go- 
ing toward the woods into the country. 
Nothing more was seen of him until the 
foUowing Sunday, when he was seen in 
a deep ravine in the woods, with a bul- 
let hole in the back of bis head, and his 
pockets rifled and valises broken open 
and i>art of the contents gone. Sus- 
picion pointed to young Kahienbeck, 
and he was immediately arrested. When 
found, Lorenae was lying on his back 
and had his mittens on. The grand jury 
met soon after Kahlenbeck's arrest and 
indicted him for murder. The case is 
creating considerable interest, and is 
likely to last several days.

It has also been cool on the Atlantic 
coast and not favorable to improvement, 
and yet the plant haa nearly held its 
own in this region. 
On the Pacific 
coast only medium development is re- 
ported. 
In the southern states the 
changes are slight, several averages be- 
ing the same as last month."

New 
Yc rk. 16; Ohio, 12; Michigan, 12; In- 
dians, 6; Illinois. 7; Missouri, 2; Kan- 
sas. 3. General average reduction nine 
points, from 82 to 78. Last year the 
condition was reduced from 88.10 in 
April to 86.8 in May. The state aver- 
ages of winter wheat in the principal 
states are as follows: New York, 76;

H o w Clothespins Are Made. 


Clothespins are made in the lumber 
regions. 
They are usually made of 
white ash, sometimes of beach, black 
and white birch, and maple. The wood 
is taken to the factory in logs and cut 
into lengths of thirty-one inches by 
circular saws. 
These lengths are then 
cut into blocks and the blocks .again cut 
into sticks. 
The sticks are placed 
under another saw and cut into the re- 
quired lengths. 
Next the turner takes 
a hand at them, and from there they 
go to the slotting machine. 
They are 
placed in troughs by the operator, the 
machine picking them up and slotting 
them. 
TluiV are then placed in a re- 
volving pipe drier, going Uuince to the 
polishing cylinder and then to the 
packer. 
Each pin passes through eight 
hands. 
A single 
plant consists of 
board-saw, gang-.splitter, gang-chunk- 
er, turning-l;ithe, drying-house, and 
f 
olisher, and costs 
fn/ni $7,000 to 


12,000. 
The littler l)l<)cks of wood five 
and a half inches long ar*- i)laeed on an 
endless belt, whi<;h feeds the blocks 
automatically into the latlie. 
As the 
lathe is turned the pin is taken auto- 
matically from the spindle and placed 
on a turntable and carried to a circular 
saw, which whitthvs out the slot in the 
pin. 
It is then 
finished 
and thrown 
out of the turntable by the same ap- 
pliance that puts the pins on the table. 
Falling, they are caught in a basket or 
barrel and are then taken to the dry- 
ing-house for ten to twenty-four hours, 
or until dry. The polishing cylinder 
or rumbler holds twenty to forty bush- 
els; this is run at a slow speed, about 
thirtj turns a minute, and by simple 
friction and contact they become pol- 
ished.—New York 
Mail.

A gift to a public functionary, tO f 
cure a contract or ofilcial favor, is call- 
ed in France a pot-de-vin, which is a 
word corn>spondmg to our term bonus. 
It is unfortunate, both for France and 
America, that there should have'been 
enough of this sort of gifts to ^ive rise 
to a word to call them by; and it is for- 
tunate for both countries that a h^her 
standard now prevails, and that official 
bribery, outside of some corrupt city 
governments, is far less common than 
it used to be. 


After the first French republic was 
proclaimed the pot-de-vin was called 
by a word which quite as completely 
disguised its meaning. 
Such official 
gifts were then known as "bouquets." 


When "the great Carnot," grand- 
father of the present president of the 
republic, was minister of war he once 
completed a contract 
with a 
large 
company to supply an immense amount 
of saddlery and horse equipments for 
the army. 
After the bargain was set- 
tled he was taken to one side by the 
agent of the firm, and a portfolio was 
handed to him. 


"What is this?" asked Carnot. 
"It is your bouquet, sir." 
"And what is that, please?" 
"A little gift of 50,000 francs to pay 
you for your trouble in this matter." 


Carnot lookisd at the portfolio. "You 
have done well," he saia, with a smile, 
for you have made sure of an advance 
payment on your contract." 


He then took the portfolio with one 
hand, passed it into the other, and 
handed it back to the agent. 


"You have 
now received 
60,000 
francs on your account against the gov- 
ernment," said Carnot. 
"Please write 
a receipt, from the tiepartment of war 
for that amount and Land the receipt 
to the cashier as you go out." 


As it was not advisable for the agent 
to decline he gave the rectùpt, which 
left the company 50,000 francs poorer 
than it would have been if it had not 
made the attempt at bribery; that is to 
say, Carnot, as minister of war, had 
paid 50,000 francs of the firm's bill 
with its own money.—Youth^s Compan-
